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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Estimated Albertafarmers cash receipts inthe first quarter of 1971 were approximately 
equal to receipts in the first quarter of 1970 in spite of continuing repayments of cash advances 
onfarm stored grains. Large increases in receipts for oats, barley and rapeseed more than 
offset decreased receipts for wheat, flaxseed and sugar beets. Total receipts for livestock and 
products were down by 12%. 

Manufacturing activity in March increased considerably over previous months resulting 
in a slight increase over 1970 in first quarter value of shipments. Production of packing plants 
was 13.5% above productionin 1970 although gross sales increased only 3%. The value of lum- 
ber sold over the first quarter was more than double that of 1970. 

The value ofbuilding permits issued in March, 1971 totalled $51 million as compared to 
$36 million in March, 1970. The cumulative total over the January - March period was some 
4% above that of the first quarter last year. Although the value of commercial, and institutional 
and government construction permits issued was well below year earlier levels, a large increase 
in the value of residential permits issued more than compensated for these decreases. Loan 
approvals for new and existing housing continued well above 1970 levels. First quarter 1971 
dwelling starts in Calgary were up 60% over last year; Edmonton starts were up 13%. 

The latest figures for the mining industry show that production is up compared to last 
year, in all sectors. The value of coal produced in the first quarter of the year was $10.3 mil- 
lion as compared to $4.6 million in 1970. Production of crude oil, natural gas, propane, bu- 
tane, synthetic crude oil and sulphur during the January - February, 1971 period showed in- 
creases of 3%, 11%, 27%, 69%, and 14% respectively over production in the same period last 
year. 

Wholesale and retailtrade levels in the province show little change from a year earlier. 
The unemployment rate decreased to 5.9% in April from 6.6% in March. Approximately 38, 000 
persons were unemployed out of a total provincial labour force of 641 thousand. 

The Edmonton - Calgary April consumer price index remained unchanged for the third 
consecutive month. At 127.3 it was 2. 1% above the level of a year earlier. All component in- 
dexes were virtually unchanged since March with the exceptions ofthe food index which declined 


by 0.3% and the health and personal care index which rose 0.5%.

Enrollment in elementary and secondary schools for the 1969 - 1970 academic year a- 
mounted to 422,757 an increase of more than 12,000 over the previous year. Of this total 
413,719 students were enrolled in public and separate schools, 5,342 in private schools, 3,553 
in Indian schools, and 143 students residing in Alberta were enrolled in schools for the blind 


and deaf. 


As at December 31, 1970 there were approximately 747.5 thousand telephones in the 
province, an increase of almost 50,000 over the previous year. Of this total 508. 2 thousand 
were owned by the Alberta Government Telephones system. A totalof43.5 millionlong distance 
calls were made during the year, up from 38. 8 million in 1969. The payroll for the 7,000 em- 


ployees of A.G. T. amounted to $52.6 million. 


The number of licensed motion picture theatres in the province in 1970 was 222, an in- 


crease of 17 over 1969. 


Pari mutuelbetting in Albertaincreased to $39 million in 1970 from $37 million in 1969 
and $34 million in 1968. A total of $13.8 million was wagered in Calgary, $24.5 million in 
Edmonton, $694 thousand in Lethbridge and $88 thousand elsewhere in the province, 

Electric energy generated net by utilities amounted to 9.3 billion KWH in 1970, an in- 
crease of 1. 1 billion KWH over 1969. Of this total approximately 83% was generated by steam 
plants, 13% by hydro plants and 4% by internal combustion plants. Over the decade 1960-1970, 
capacity of the utility electric stations in the province increased 174% to 2,513 MW. 

Financing of motor vehicle sales by sales finance companies in Alberta during 1970 (1969 
figures in brackets) amounted to $104.5 million ($125.9 million), A total of 22,801 (31, 366) 


new and used passenger cars and 12, 206 (12, 277) new and used commercial vehicles were fin- 


anced. 


An apartment vacancy rate survey carried outin 30 municipalities throughout the prov- 
ince indicated an overall vacancy rate of 2.8% in April, 1971. There wereno vacancies report- 
ed in seventeen of the communities surveyed and only one or two units vacant in six of the re- 
maining communities.

Capital and repair expenditure intentions of all sectors in Alberta's economy indicate 
outlays of over $2.5 million in 1971. This anticipated program for 1971 represents an increase 
of some $63 million or 2.6 per cent over the amount expended in 1970. Of the total, outlays 
for new construction are expected to increase by $27. 7 million or 1.6 per cent over the level of 
comparable expenditures incurred in 1970. Outlays for machinery and equipment are expected 
to increase by $35.6 million or 4.6 per cent. 


Sectors to be most affected include: housing with an anticipated increase of $57.0 million 
or 16. 7 per cent over 1970 outlays; trade finance and commercial services with an anticipated 
decline of $33.0 million or 18. 2 per cent below 1970 outlays; and manufacturing also anticipating 
a decline of $38.6 million or 22. 2 per cent.

Value of shipments of Alberta manufacturers totalled $1,853 million in 1969, almost 
double the 1961 figure of $935 million. Manufacturers in census division eleven accounted for 
44% of total shipments during the year; shipments from census divisions six and two amounted 
to 30% and 9% of the total respectively. 

The largest percentage increase in value of shipments from 1968 to 1969 occurred in 


census divisions fifteen, thirteen and twelve. The value of shipments decreased over the year
